Brian Harvey: 

The immediate future of our coun- 
try seems to me to have two looming 
prospects, both gloomy. If the pow- 
ers-that-be proceed as stupidly, timid- 
ly, and “‘politically” as they have been 
doing, there will be a bad breakdown 
and the upsurge of a know-nothing 
fascism of the right.
